When at last he grots his money from 
Germany he must buy new machines, 
at hig-hci- prices than he paid Cor the 
old 
During- the intervening years his 


operatives will either have lived on 
charity, a heavy burden to the state, 
or they will have scattered, perhaps 
emigrated to other countries, and it 
will bo necessary for him to build up 
a 
now organization. 
When, 
after 


vear' delay, ho is ready to sell his 
goods in tne world's markets, he may 
llnd that the Germans have taken 
these markets away frortf him. 


Tt must be borne In minds of Amer- 


icans that Germany crippled the fac- 
tories of Belgium and Franco for the 
solo purpose of gaining an unfair in- 
dustrial advantage over the invaded 
countries. 
It is a rule,of law that 


no man shall be allowed to profit by 
hls own wrong. Should not/his rule 
apply to-nations?
